GOODS IN. BOND. 


Rush by dit? i a to Get Them Out 
Before the New Tariff Bill 
Is Enacted. 


NEW YORK, March 10.—The World says: 
The dispatches from Washington predictin 
that Coftgress, at its special session, wil 
at once increase the revenue by adding 
from 10 to 35 per cent to thefschedules of the 
Wilson bill have’ created a small panic 
arong importers, and an almost unprece- 
dented rush to get bonded goods out of 
the warehouses before the threatened in- 
creage takes effect. 

The proposed summary action of Congress 
has taken merchants completely by sur- 
prise. While they were prepared for a spe- 
Cial session to pass a new tariff law they 
expected that the new bill would octupy 
the attention of Congress for at least six 
months, which would give them ample time 
to withdraw the $10,500,000 of goods which 
Were in bond on Jan. 31. It had never oc- 
curred to them that Congress might adopt 
a temporary measure for increasing the 
revenue, and the possibility of such a thing, 
with only about ten days to get their goods 
out of bond at the present rate of duty, 
caused a genuine sensation. It is under- 


stood that Butterfield & Co. and other im- 
porters of dress goods, are among the heav- 
lest withdrawers. 

In banking circles there is a greatly in- 
creased demand for loans on commercial 
paper. At one of the banks a loan of $500,- 
000 was negotiated by a big importing firm 
for the purpose of withdrawing goods from 
bond and the payment of duty thereon.

Street and Arsenal Co., both of which went 
into the hands of a receiver Monday, will 
be reorganizeg. and consolidated by the 
bondholders, 

The presegt rolling stock and equipment 
of. the Peoplk's Railway Co. will be sold 
and the motive power changed from cable 
to electricity. 

The bonds and interest coupons outstand- 
ing will be called in at omce, and the float- 
ing indebtedness of the present companies 
will be paid off by the bondholders. The 
indebtedness amounts to $240,000. 

A new company will be formed to operate 
the new consolidated line, which’ will be 
bonded for $2,000,000. 

Until the plan of the bondholders is car- 
ried out the roads will be operated by Re- 
ceiver Charles Green under tke direction 
of the Circuit Court. 

The bondholders who asked for*the ap- 
pointment of a receiver represent $365,000 
worth of bonds. The decision to consoli- 
date and reorganize the lines was arrived 
at after much consideration. Some of the 
bondholders were at first in favor of selling 
the property and dividing the proceeds 
among the bondholders according to their 
hoMings. All of the bondholders represent- 
ed in the receivership proceedings have now 
consented to the consolidation and it only 
remains to reach the other holdtrs, most 
of whom reside outside of St. Louis. 

Attorney Nathan Frank, representing th2z 
local bondholders, issued a circular Wednes.- 
day, copies of which will be sent to all th- 
bondholders. There are outstanding $1,000, - 
000 worth of People’s Railway bonds and 
$300,000 worth of Fourth Street and Arsena) 
bonds, The People’s bonds were issued July 
10, 1889. Of the issue $125,000 was reservéd to 
take up an issue made May 1, 1882, and $75,- 
000 to take up an issue made May 1, 1886. 

Of the $300,000 issue of Fourth Street and 
Arsenal bonds made March 1, 1896, $50,000 
was set aside to take up a $50,000 issue made 
July 1, 1888. 

The circular asks all the holders of these 
bonds to exchange them for the new bonds 
of the consolidated road, which wiil be is- 
sued to the amount of §2, 000,008 on July, 4, 
1897. 

They are requested to send their ‘holdipgs 
of bonds and interest coupons to CharTes 
Parsons, President of the State Bank. It 
is urged that the holdings be sent in as 
promptly as possible, as in case of delay 
it may be necessary to sell the roads to pay 
the floating debt. 

Attorney Nathan Frank said Wednesday 
that there was little doubt that the plan 
of the bondholders would be carried out. He 
said: 

“The statement that the bondholders were 
alarmed last Mr. Green should sell the roadz 
is not correct.

NO MONEY OR MEN TO SPARE. 


Between the Carlists and Republicans 
the Home Government 


Is Tottering. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 10.—The Sun has the 
following cable this morning from Havana: 

In the month of May Spain's sinews of 
war will be exhausted and the Spanish 
Government, confronted by two ‘threaten- 
ing revolutions at home—one by the Car- 
lists ahd the other by the Republicans— 
will be obliged to give up the struggle in 
Cuba, abandoning the rstand to the in- 
surgents. 

Such at least is the substance of all the 
news and opinion received here from Mad- 
rid in private letters to leading Spaniards 
who have important connections with the 
court. Senor Romero Robledo, who wrote 
one of the letters, says that the plan of 
reforms thas been a failure and that he 
never gave a hearty approval to the 
echeme, knowing well that the Cubans if 
mot conquered by force of arms, could not 
be lured to make peace by kind offers. He 
gays the eituation in his opinion is ex- 
tremely critical. 

Gen. Martinez Campos says in another 
letter that the Cubans are now stronger 
than ever, and that to crush the revolu- 
tion Spain needs to make three times as 
great an effort now as a year ago, which 
means 600,000 men and $400,000,000. Can such 
an effort be made? Martinez Campos says 
that the answer will be given by those who 
know the real situation of Spain. 

“For reforms or home rule,’’ he adds, 
*“4t is too late.” 


All the officers In the Spanish army now 
in Cuba who belonged to the Carlist army 
during the last war in the peninsula have 
received secret advices from the agents of 
Don Carlos that their military rank will 
be recognized by ‘“‘the King,’’ and they 
will receive promotion in case they return 
to the service of “their rightful sovereign.”’ 

The Spanish officers who belonged to the 
army of Don Carlos, and who, after being 
pardoned by the late King, Don Alfonso 
XII., are serving under the Spanish flag in 
Cuba, are very numerous. They have not 
thrived, ang have always been regarded 
suspicion by the authorities. Con- 
spicuous among them is Col. Arjona, who 
was a General in’ the Carlist ranks, and 
who came into such prominence last month 
on account of the battle in which he was 
routed by Gen, Gomez at the estate of 
Juan Criolio. 

From reliable sources the correspondent 
of the Bun is able to say that the agents 
of Don Carlos are working with great 
energy in Cuba among the old Carlist ele- 
ment. A scheme for a general uprising 
in the peninsula was planned a few months 
ago, and was ready to be carried out when 
Don Carlos’ daughter ran away with a mar- 
ried man in Italy. This incident, from the 
@toyalist point of view, worked much in- 
jury, for the time, to the Carlist cause. The 
conspirators stopped all their preparations 
for the revolt. Don Carlos repudiated his 
Gaughter publicly, but it was decided to 
Wait a few more months. Now the time 
is considered ripe, and Spain will probably 
become once more the scene of a civil war. 

The agents of Don Carlos here say that 
their king is ready to grant to the island 
of Cuba liberal home rule, identical with 
that of Canada, with a Viceroy in the island 
as Commander-in-Chief of the army and 
the representative of the crown. 

At the same time the Republicans, though 
less united than the Carlists, are also con- 
spiring, and they will appeal to arms as 
soon as public order in the peninsula is dis. 
turbed by the Carlists. 

“The Republicans,” says a letter from 
Madrid, “are far more dangerous than the 
Carlists, as they will add to their fight- 
ing strength, from the very first, the So- 
cialists and Red Anarchists, who are so 
numerous, and especially in Catal) 
Valencia." , peeseigan: 

In consequence of this critical condition 
of affairs, the Central Government has noti- 
fied Gen. Weyler that no more reinforce- 
ments are to be expected from Spain. A 
new call on the reserves would evoke a pro- 


. test throughout the country that would 


be very dangerous at this moment. More- 
aver, no more money is to be expected for 
Cuba after May 1, because the Government 
has to attend also to the war in the Philip- 
pines and to the course of events at home. 


The paper money remedy prescribed by 
Weyler has proved to be worse than the 
disease it was intended to cure. In spite 
of the Captain-General’s decree threatening 
with courtmartial those who do not accept 
the bills at par with silver, nobody accepts 
them. To enforce his law Gen. Weyler wil! 
have to courtmartial the whole population 
of Cuba. The Spanish troops are suffering 
the first effects of the bankruptcy. It is 
shocking to see the poor soldiers starving tn 
the country, perishing by thousands from 
all kinds of diseases, and without any sani- 
tary safeguards, which the Government iz 
too poor to provide. 

The general opinion is that the abandon. 
ment of Cuba will not be made by an 
Official decree and the withdrawal of the

This opinion is supported by the words of 
Senor Canovas, who says that he will blow 
out his brains before he will sign a decree 
for the evacuation of Cuba. He writes to 
Don Manuel Calvo, a prominent Spaniard 
of Havana: 

“The time is near at hand when the 
mother country, having done her entire 
duty, will ask her loyal sons in Cuba to 
support with their patriotism the over- 
whelming burden of Spain's calamities.” 


NEW ADMINISTRATION. 


It Sustains Lee and Makes a Proposi- 
tion to Spain. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 10.—Consul 
General Lee cabled to the State Department 
Tuesday asking what he could expect from 
the McKinley Administration in the way of 
being relieved from further service at Hav- 
ana, and calling attention to a desire here- 


tofore expressed that he might be permitted 
to return home. 

Secretary Sherman, after conferences with 
the President cabled General Lee, urging, 
as a matter of personal favor to Maj. Mc- 
Kinley, that he remain in Havana. 

General Lee had meanwhile cabled that he 
had found it not only difficult but at times 
impossible to furnish to American citizens. 
that degree of protection to which he felt 
them entitled. He suggested that a United 
States warship in the harbor of Havana 
would’be of the greatest assistance to him 
or his successor, ard asked how far the 
Government would support him. 

Secretary Sherman, in his reply, told Gen- 
eral Lee that his recommendation concern- 
ing a warship would be given early and 
careful consideration, and if conditions 
seemed to warrant it an adequate naval 
force would be sent to Cuban waters. He 
added that he had been assured that here- 
after all reasonable demands submitted by 
the Consu] General would be respected by 
Captain General Weyler and his subordi- 
nates. 

Secretary Sherman has announced to his 
associates that he is in a fair way to make 
an arrangement with Spain that will remove 
the great cause of irritation in Cuba. He 
has submitted to the Spanish Government, 
through Minister Taylor, a proposition that 
American citizens who are suspected or con- 
victed of complicity with the insurgents 
shall be immediately expelled from the 
island, without imprisonment or prosecu- 
tion, unless they shall voluntarily return 
and place themse)ves in jeopardy. This 
would: not apply, however, to persons en- 
gaged in active hostilities and taken with 
arms in their hands. Mr. Sherman {fs also 

roposing to negotiate a treaty with Spain 
- which the rights of naturalized citizens 
shall be defined. 


CHARGED BRIBERY. 


Then the California Senate Had a 
Couple of ’Frisco Journal- 
ists Arrested. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., March 10.—The 
State Senate has ordered that M. A. Law- 
rence, managing editor of the Examiner, 
be imprisoned until he answers certain 
questions put to him by a Senate com- 
mittee. The Examiner recently published 
a sensational story to the effect that mem- 
bers of the Legislature had been - bribed 


to vote for a bill making possible the trans- 
fer of civil sults from one court to an- 
other when an affidavit is made that the 
judge who ts to hear the case is prejudiced. 
Both the Senate and House appointed com- 
mittees to investigate the charges. Law- 
rence and two of the Examiner reporters 
refused to divulge the source of their in- 
formation that members of the Legislature 
had been bribed, claiming that the infor- 
mation had been given under a pledge of 
secrecy. 

A. L. Murphy, one of the reporters, was 
not held, but Editor Lawrence and Re- 
orter L, L. Levings were arrested by the 
ergeant-at-Arms of the Senate and turned 
aan to the Sheriff, who locked thém up in 
ail. 
Late last night Lawrence and Levings 
were taken before Superior Judge Hughes, 
to whom they had appealed by their at- 
torneys for a writ of habeas corpus. The 
writ was granted, returnable on Thursday 
afternoon, andthe defendants were ad- 
mitted to bail in $1,000 each. 


TRAIN ROBBERY. 


Express Messenger in Alabama Forced 
to Open His Safe and Give 
Up the Money. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., March 10.—The 
north-bound express train No. 4 on the 
Louisville & Nashville road, due here at 
12:% noon Wednesday, was held up by six 
masked men near Calera this morning. The 
train had stopped at a water tank in the 
woods, when two men boarded the engine 
and covered the engineer and fireman with 

istols amd forced them to uncouple the 
ocomotive and express car from the re- 
mainder of the train and run forward half 
a mile with it. Here four more men were 
in waiting. 

The messenger refused to open the car and 
the door was broken open, the messenger 
covered with pistols and forced to open the 
safe. A number of packages of money were 
secured., The total amount ig not known, 
but it is said to have been large. A posse 
is in pursuit of the robbers, having gone 
from Birmingham -| a special train. 

The number of men in the affair is esti- 
mated at four to six, and the amount se- 
cured all the way from $1,000 to $10,000. The 
robbers had dynamite and would have blown 
open the express car had the messenger 
refused to open the door. All were dis- 
guised and heavily armed.

THE CHICAGO STREET RAILWAY 
MAGNATE AT SPRINGFIELD. 


LOBBYING FOR HIS BILLS. 


Wants to Extend Franchises Forty 
Years, Lessen Taxes and Spoil 
the Power of Cities. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., March 10.—Charles T. 
Yerkes, the Chicago street railway mag- 
nate, came down from Chicago yesterday 
afternoon, and on the same train with.him 
were ex-Congressman Larry McGann, prest- 
dent, and C. F. Bonney, general solicitor of 
the Chicago General Street Railway Co. Per- 
ry Hull of the General Electric Co. was ex- 
pected here, but he has not returned from 
the East, where he went for the inaugura) 
ceremonies. These men are here to urge 
the passage of the Humphrey bills, which 
seek to give street railway companies all the 
earth and half of Mars for their tracks and 
switches. 

There is being held this afternoon a joint 
meeting of the Senate and House Commit- 


tees on Railroads, and the Chicago men are 
telling the legislators what an excellent 
thing for the public it would be {f these 
bills are enacted into laws. 

The bills are three in number, and were 
concocted for the remnant of the old Re- 

ublican clique which controlled the Senate 
ast session. At the head of this contingent 
are Humphrey and Evans. They started 
out to manipulate the wires for the railway 
men, but the dominant new members, Mor- 
ae and Dwyer, saw at once that some- 
thing had to be done to head off Humphrey 
and Evans. Morrison is Chairman of the 
Railroad Committee, and Humphrey was 
wise enough to know that he would have 
to secure the support of this year’s bosse 
of the Senate if he expected the bills to 
develop any strength, so it was to this 
committee he sent his railway bills. Here 
they have reposed for several weeks until 
suddenly Morrison sent out notice that the 
committee would consider the measures. 
With this notice he also gave notice to 
Yerkes, McGann and Bonney to be present. 

The first bill provides for the establish- 
ment of a street and elevated railroad com- 
mission, consisting of three members, each 
of whom is to have a fifteen years’ tenure 
of office. Annual reports are to be made by 
each company to the board, which has 
power to regulate the running of cars and 
the kinds of cars used. 

e second bill contains the most drastic 
of all the provisions and extends the fran- 
chise of street railwa being operated on 
the first Tuesday in ptember, 1897, forty 
years. This is condit!fonal upon the com- 
panies paying into the municipal treasury 
the sum of $2,000 a mile in Chicago and in 
other cities in Illinois $500 a mile. 

The last bill relates to the taxation of 
street railways. The? shall pay 3 per 
cent of their ss earnin into the State 

asury each year, which shall be in 
lieu of all.taxes to which the corporation 
on account of its franchise, capital stock 
or property would be subject, and no 
further tax shall be levied on the property 
for any purpose. 

This is the gist of the three measures 
which Yerkes and other street | railway 
trusts are attempting to force through the 
Legislature to perpetuate the life of their 
companies and to lessen their taxes to the 
State. They have in view another thing, 
and that is to remove the power of granting 
franchises from common councils of cities. 
In their stead will be the board of three 
commissioners and this board is to serve 
for fifteen years: Every effort will be bent 
to bring about favorable consideration by 
the Assembly of these pernicious measures. 


House Proceedings.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., March 10.—Repre- 
sentative Brignadello introduced a bill fix- 
ing the minimum compensation to be paid 
for labor on all State work at $2 a day. 

Jarvis introduced a measure that suicide 
Shall be no defense in a suit to recover 
life insurance unless it is proved that tiie 
insured contemplated suicide before taking 
out the policy. 

A bill was introduced by Nichols prohibit- 
ing the sale of cocaine except on physicians’ 
prescriptions. 

Representative Salmons introduced a bill 
to provide for the payment of wages to con- 
victs in all the prisons and reformatories 
of the State. All the wages so earned by 
a convict shall be paid over to his wife or 
family. Mr. Salmons said his idea was to 
prevent suffering by the wife or family of 
a crimipal on account of his misdeeds. 

An express company regulator was intro- 
duced by David Revell of Cook. It provides 
that no express company shall charge ex- 
tra for the delivery of a package from the 
railway station or express office to the con- 


ee. 
‘Boyd's bill exempting 75 per cent of a 
debtor’s wages was advan::ed to third read- 
ing after considerable debate. It is known 
as the grocers’ bill, being championed by 
the State organization.

Stevens of Peoria, ex-Attorney-General Mc- 
Cartney of Chicago and Judge Hamlin of 
Shelbyville. None of these attorneys had 
any knowledge that the matter was under 
consideration by any of the others named, 
but they are unanimously of the opinion 
that Mr. Berry is entitled to the seat for 
which he is contesting.

HUSBAND DEAD 


PIERRE Cc. SANFORD PASSED 
AWAY WEDNESDAY MORNING. 


CAME OF A GOOD FAMILY. 


His Marriage to the Notorious Mid- 
' wife Three Years Ago Created 
a Sensation. 


Pierre Chouteau Sanford, the husband 
of Lizzie Hotson, the midwife, died at 4:20 
o'clock Wednesday morning at 2203 Olive 


street. 
Sanford’s death was caused by uraemia, 
He was taken ill Friday and rapidly sank 
ntii the end. Tuesday was his 39th birth- 


His wife was with him at the time. They 
d made up their differences, which had 
culminated several months ago in her suing 
him for a divorce, and have recently been 
living together. 

The funeral will take place Friday after- 
noon from 2203 Olive street, which ts now the 
Hotson woman's residence. 

anford was connected 7 blood with some 
of the oldest and most aristocratic families 
in St. Louls. His father was the late Ben 
Chouteau Sanford, who died leaving an es- 
tate of large proportions. 

Owing to Pierre's habits and choice of as- 
sociates, he was not recognized in the circle 
which was his by birth. He powered. af 
environment much lower in the social scale, 
Notwithstanding the reputation he had 
gained, great surprise was manifested on all 
sides when the news of his marriage to 
Lizzie Hotson, the midwife, became public. 
The ceremony was secretly rformed in 
Chicago in the summer of 18%, and not a 
word of it was generally known until the 
following February, when a marriage an- 
nouncement was inserted in the St. Louls 
papers. 

mmediately there was a great hubbub 
over the alliance, owing to the character of 
the Hotson woman. She had figured most 
unfavorably in print on more than one oc- 
casion. Her chief claim to notoriety sprang 
from hér trial for the killing of Laura Fitts 
in consequence of a criminal operation per- 
formed by her upon the girl. George Dash- 
man, the girl's lover, was also tried as an 
accomplice, but they both were acquitted. 

All the talk caused by the marriage did 
not disturb Sanford. He took up his resi- 
dence at the midwifery establishment of 
his wife at 1808 Washington avenue, and 
seemed callous to all criticism. In her 
work, however, Mrs. Hotson continued to 
use her ‘“‘professional’’ name. 

After a time Sanford and his buxom, if 
somewhat unsavory, wife fell out. He left 
the house last night and tried to move his 
things away, but she refused to give them 
up. She feared he was going to sue her for 
a sproree, and put a private detective on his 
trail. 

Sanford did not appeal to the courts. In- 
stead he took a trip to Egypt, and affairs 
remained in statu quo uati) his return, when 
his wife sued» him for divorce, alleging de- 
sertion and drunkenness.. 

The suit has never come to trial. 

The midwife always blamed her husband's 
mother, now Mrs. Berthold, for the 
estrangement which grew up between them; 
but this was always denied by Mrs. Ber- 
thold’s friends, who declared that all rela- 
tions between the lady and her son were 
severed when he married the Hotson woman. 


HOW EGGLESTON DIED. 


Overdose of Medicine May Have Killed 
Him. 


There is some question in the mind of 
Coroner Wait as to whether the death of 
Egglestone was caused by morphine taken 
with suicidal intent or was caused by the ac- 


tion of a drug administered to him by the 
nurses at the hospital under Dr. Brokaw’s 
instructions. 
Dr. Lloyd, Deputy Coroner, went out to 
the hospital Wednesday morning to hold the 
inguest. The nurses who attended the pa- 
tient immediately preceding his death were 
examined,and their testimony was of such a 
nature as to throw doubt on the theory of 
suicide. The nurses testified that at 10:30 on 
Monday night, in accordance with Dr. Bro- 
kaw’'s directions, they had given Eggles- 
tone thirty grains of sulphonal, and ai Il 
o'clock they gave him fifteen grains more. 
This made a total of 4 grains of the 
drug, administered within a half hour. Sul- 
Phonal is a powerful drug, known as a 
“heart depressent,’’ and has a powerful ac- 
tion on the heart.In Egglestone’s case it was 
dministered to produce a sound. sleep. 
orty-five grains of the Grug is regarded by 
physicians as a very large dose, and in the 
case of a man whose nerves and organs 
were in a debilitated condition, it might 
have exercised an effect on the patient’s 
heart far from favorable. 
he nurses remained with Egglestone al- 
most constantly during the remainder of 
the night, visiting him at regular intervals 
to note his condition. They said he ap- 
peared to be in good health and manifested 
no symptoms of any distress. At 6: 
Tuesday morning one of the nurses went to 
his bed ard attempted to replace the bed 
covering, which had become disarranged, 
when Egzglestone told him not to mind,as he 
was too warm. At 8 o'clock Egglestone was 
found unconscious, and Dr. Brokaw was 
sent for. He diagnosed the symptoms as 
those attending morphine poisoning, and 
ompred ‘the remedies usual in such cases. 
r. Nietert held a post-mortem examina- 
tion of the body and discovered traces of 
morphine poisoning, but in view of the tes- 
timony of the nurses, Coroner Wait deemed 
it Dest not to render a verdict until he 
can have an analysis made of the contents 
of the stomach.

Tf it is true that Dreher acted in an 
apparently sane manner almost immedi- 
ately after being declared insane by the 
Sheriff's Jury, that fact settles nothing. 
The experts will no doubt continue to be 
divided in opinion, and the public will 
take sides as before. These insanity in- 
véétigations are beginning to impress the 
thinking public with the fact that the 
most difficult problem in the field of sci- 
ence of evidence is to show whether «a 
person is insane or in his right mind, 

In Dreher’s case it may be said that a 
really sane man would have had sense 


‘enough to continue to feign insanity for 


d@ays,.if not weeks, after such a verdict 
had been rendered. He would argue that 
it might upset the verdict if he, showed 
evidences of sanity immediately after- 
wards. And he would have got so into 
the habit of simulation, from long prac- 
tice, that he would not find it difficult to 
continue it for a while. 

On the other hand, a perfectly sane but 
cunning man might reason the case out in 
just the opposite direction and act accord- 
ingly; He might conclude that the best 
evidence of insanity he could offer would 
be to do something so foolish as to ap- 
pear sane directly a verdict of insanity 
had been pronounced, 

Ohe thing is certain, hamely, that the 
practice of allowing for insanity in deal- 
ing with murderers is likely to do more 
than anything else to abolish capital pun- 
fahment. The more time elapses after a 
murder, the more apt is public sentiment 
to manifest itself in favor of “unfortu. 
nate” criminals. And when murderers 
find that simulation of insanity delays 
their execution, such simulation will be

In the State Senate yesterday the Uni- 
versity Endowment bill was passed by the 
decisive vote of 23 to 9. It mow goes to

GETTING RID OF" THE PASS. 

The New York State Senate has taken 
a long step towards the solution of the 
railroad pass evil. That body has adopt- 
ed a bill under the terms of which all the 
State officers of New York, including the 
judges of courts and members of Legis- 
latures, are to be furnished with official 
certificates on which they can travel 
without charge on all railroad lines in 
that State. 

Railroad corporations are the creatures 
of the State. The franchises under which 
they are operated are the primary sources 
of all their revenues, The power of the 
State to regulate them and to exact from 
them stich concessions as May be an 
equitable return for the great advantages 
conferred. upon them, is. indisputable. 
The power to compel them to trarsport 
the Btate’s. officers is. certainly one of 
these. It involves no hardship to the rail- 
way lines, though their officers and jobby- 
ists will doubtless be found opposing its 
exercise, 

“The reason for this opposition is in the 
fact that when railroad companies are 
compelled by law to carry such officials 
without charge the power of the free pass 
will be gone, At present the railroad pass 
is the most potent instrument in the hand 
of the lobby with which to defeat fegis- 
lation’ in the public jinterest. All such 
legislation, so defeated, is not necessarily 
anti-railroad legislation... Corporate in- 
terests of all sorts, and interests enjoying 
Special privileges against public right and 
ees combine for mutual~ aggression 

and defense. They pod! their interests 
and thelr votes, and the railroad pass 
serves the common purpose of all of them 
alike,

HE REFUSES TO _ TALK.. 


He Had Sense Enough to Know He 
Escaped the Gallows end Thanked 
the Jurymen.

It may be several days before Jailer Wag- 
ner gets rid of hif most disagreeable board- 
er, Murderer Charles Dreher. 

Sheriff Troll will certify the result of the 
sanitary inquiry to Gov. Stephens, who will 
then suspend the death penalty. 

The next step will be to remove the mur- 
derer to the Insane Asylum, whete he will 
remain for life unless his reason returns, 
In that event the Superintendent will notify 
the Sheriff and a new date will be set for 
the execution, 

Dreher was sentenced to hang March 18. 

Dreher had sense enough to realize that he 
escaped the gallows, for when the Jjury’s 


verdict was announced he straightened up, 
smiled and showed his complete satisfac- 
tion. His manner was in striking contrast 
with his demeanor-while the investigation 
was being conducted. 

During the proceedings Tuesday afternoon 
Foreman Druhe tried to engage the mur- 
derer in conversation. The fellow sat with 
his head sunk upon’ his chest. A deputy 
sheriff raised it, but the murderer stared 
vacantly at the jurymen and would not talk. 
When the deputy removed his hand the 
murderer Jet his head loll back upon his 
chest. No sooner was the verdict returned 
than Dreher braced up and thanked the 
jury. He turned to Mr. Druhe and ques- 
tioned him about his son. He acknowledged 
killing Bertha Hunicke and said he had 
done it in a fit. 

The jurymen, who had been’ just five 
minutes in reaching their verdict, were 
ulte taken back by the murderer’s sudden 
isplay of sanity. If he had shown one 
tenth as much ye ee during the in- 
vestigation their. verdict might have been 
different. 

Dreher did not have to be carried back to 
jail. He walked with a sprightly step, 
chuckling to himself all the while. 

He chatted with the jail guards, and when 
led across the jail to his_cell he shouted: 
“T’ve fooled ’em all again. I won't have any- 
thing to do with Jailer Wagner; he’s not in 
my class.”’ 

Dreher was docile and gave up the trous- 
ers and shoes he wore during the investiga- 
ticn. 

Later several of the jurymen wisited the 
jail and paused at Dreher’s cell. He came to 
the grating and thanked them profusely. 

Wednesday morning Dreher had gone 
back to his old ways. He was sitting 
crouched like a monkey in the far corner 
of his cell. He wore nothing but the white 
shirt. He would not come to the cell door, 
and when coaxed by an offer of pie, he 
slouched over to his bench, seized a pail of 
water and threw it at the interviewer. Then 
he paced up and down the cell like an 
enraged beast. Every attempt to interview 
him resulted'in more water. 

Jailer Wagner will be heartily glad when 
Dreher is taken from under his care, The 
murderer’s filthy habits are a menace to 
the health of the jail. He is filthier than the 
lowest animal, and refuses to wash himself, 
and is covered with vermin. When he is 
gone his cell will be scrubbed and fumi- 

aréd. 
a Louls J. Oatman, Superintendent of 
the Insane Asylum, testified at the inquiry 
Tuesday afternoon that Dreher had con- 
fessed to him that he was shamming. -tHe 
does not want the fellow at his place, be- 
cause while he was there before he made 
himself so obnoxious that several of the 
so pee have sworn they will kill Him on 
& t. 
r, Oatman hopes the Governor will send 
the murderer to the penitentiary for life. 
This is possible, but hardly probable. As 
the man has been legally pronounced crasy 
there hardly seems any alternative but the 
asylum.
